Notice was given to those who 
wished to quit to leave immediately, and 
about 100 marched out. The agitators did 
not leave, however, hut continued their ef­ 
forts with the 1,400 who remained. This 
caused General Hastings to send a detach­ 
ment of mililarj’ to the spot, and the disturb­ 
ers went without standing on the order of 
their going. 
Hon. Wm. E. C h a n d ler had a walk-over 
in the New Hampshire Legislative caucus 
last night for United States Senator.

GENEUALTELEGUAPH NUWS 


At Rockaway Beach last Sunday tlirce 
evangelists were compelled to close their 
meeting on the beach, while several Sunday 
concerts were allowed to proceed. Sheriff 
Goldnernf Queens county has repudiated the 
action of the Beach police, and promised the 
evangelists as much protection as the concerts 
receive. 
This is hardly according to the 
pirit of our contntct law, which excludes 
clergymen and admits actors. Sheriff GoliD 
ner appears to think that a minister of the 
gospel has as many rights as a low variety 
singer and beer jerker. 
T he reason why District-Attorney Fel­ 
lows’s check for $50 for the Johnstown flood 
was not acknowledged on the day of its re­ 
ceipt is explained. The doughty Colonel, 
before he got a fut office, was in the practice 
of paying debts with checks which came 
hack with the endorsement from the bank 
“ no funds.” When he wrote a letter of in­ 
dignant inquiry to the committee on the sub­ 
ject, the cool reply was sent him that the 
acknowledgment would he made as soon as 
it was ascertained that the check was “good.” 
It was a good one, nnd now the whole world 
knows that the Colone' actually gave $50 in 
hard cash. 
Gov. I I ill, who is now exercised once 
more over the enumeration question, pro­ 
posed in 1885 an enumeration of the inhabi 
lants to cost $10,000 and not a cent more 
Out of this a Superintendent was to be paid 
$1,500, and the compilation and printing of 
the returns would have cost at least $1,000 
This would leave about $7,500 to pay 
the enumerators. As there were 6,000,000 
people in the state at that time, the pay for 
enumeration would have been at the rate of 
$1 for each 800 names. The Governor’s 
ideas of the proper reward for labor in 1885 
could not have been very liberal. If the 
Legislature had passed the enumeration law 
suggested by him, it would have cost the 
state $50,000, and the next Legislature would 
have had to provide for the deficiency. But 
the state would have got a real census under 
the bill which the Legislature passed and the 
Governor vetoed. The cost to the state 
would have been $40,000, for the federnl 
government proposed to hand over $120, 
000. Our original opinion of Mr. Hill as a 
state financier remains unchanged. 


TO DAY'S NEWS FROM JOHNSTOWN. 
Katn Fail Ins; In Torrents Stopped W ork In 
the Stricken W illey To>Dav> 
By Telegraph to The Freeman, 
Joh n stow n , Pit., june 14.— The rain is 
pouring down this morning and has effectu­ 
ally stopped work of all kinds in this stricken 
City, where work should go ahead as rapidly 
as possible. Even the soUUcfS liave sought 
the shelter of their tents. The wreckage at 
the i<tone bridge, which was tired last night, 
has 
been 
dampened 
and 
unless 
the rain stops 
soon 
that valuable 
work will also come to a stand still, 
The crowds around »h** 
Cotiimissaries, 
which seem to increase with each day, are a 
mud-bedraggled set. The entrance to each 
station is narrow, yet into them the women 
and children, each with a copious basket, 
crowd like sheep into a pen. The line is a 
long one and those who arc so unlucky as to 
have arrived after 6 or 7 o’clock have licen 
standing unptotccted and in sople instantes 
half-clad in the pouring raid. Their baskets 
are geréhilly well tilled, yet on leaving the 
conYmfssaries complaints are heard on all 
sides of “ no butter, nor anything fresh after 
two weeks,” etc. 
In one way the rain to-day is regarded as a 
blessing, as the stench from the burning flesh, 
which was almost unbearable last night, is 
scarcely noticeable. 
General Hastings, in an interview, said: 
“ We have now about all the workmen we 
need, and if it was not for the rain this morn­ 
ing we would have at Irnst 2;5b0. «Uto at 
work, Of coarse luis weather will knock 
¡rid! everything while it continues. We now 
have the work systematized and I don’t an­ 
ticipate any further trouble. A vast amount 
ot work has already been done, yet it is 
hardly noticeable.” 
The drift at the stone bridge is flfrad,Uidlv 
being cleared. Dynamiters the only thing 
that has any cflYci Upon it, and to-day 150 
cartridges were put in at a charge. The 
noise from the explosion was heard for miles. 
Engineer Phillips, who is in charge of this 
work, expects to have it finished by Sunday. 
A number of lumber men from the Clarion 
region were engaged clearing the wreckage 
with their hooks last night nnd this morn- 
iug, and their work was so effective 
that another detachment has been sent for. It 
has lieen decided to tear down all unsafe 
buildings in the town and burn them. This 
will be done as soon as the Philadelphia fire- 
enginos arc on hand. Tlic systrut of Registra­ 
tion attempted A week rtgd Whs not effective. 
Only one body, that of a female baby, was 
recovered up to noon. A feature of the flood 
Was that of 138 saloons in Johnstown and the 
surrounding towns hut two escaped destruc­ 
tion. The Chinese laundries were also com­ 
pletely wiped out and a number of Chinamen 
are missing. 
The rain censed at noon, and work was 
proceeded with, hut only about 700 work­ 
men started in. Up to 2 o'clock to-day seven 
bodies had been recovered. Four of them 
were taken to the morgue at the Fourth Ward 
and three to the morgue at the Presbyterian 
Church. None of them were identified. A 
large amount of lumber arrived to-day, 
consigned to the State. It will tie distrib­ 
uted to the more needy merchants, to erect 
temporary structures in which to resume bus­ 
iness. 
M INOlt NOTJls GF THE FLOOll. 
Pennsylvatlla Railroad officials have not 
yet estimated the amount of damage done to 
their property by the recent flood, and will 
not he able to do so for some time yet. It 
was stated ycsterdny ttiat aUltoitgh it wovild 
he easv to 'approximate tlie amount neces­ 
sary to replace bridges and tracks, the road­ 
way is seriously washed in very many places, 
so that years will he required to place it in 
first rate condition. The loss in such re­ 
spects is hard to calculate. The loss, how­ 
ever, will be nothing like as great as was at 
first reported. They say that $3,000,000 
will cover everything that can lie replaced. 
It is now stated that the main line between 
Harrisburg and Pittsburg will lie opened for 
freight and passenger business by Saturday.

295.67, and the coin portion of it weighed 
150 pounds.

WHY DO FARMS DEPRECIA TE? 


W e ask the question w ithout p resum ing to 
ofTcr an answer. 
It is a question for thought­ 
ful consideration, for it is a vital one. 
The 
rural p op ulation is the backltone of the state, 
m orally, socially, intellectually and p olitical­ 
ly. 
And it is not a p leasant or hop eful sign 
to see tills p ortion of the p eop le growing 
p oorer and fewer in num bers, and the best 
among them , the enterp rising, energetic and 
venturesom e young men and women, flock­ 
ing to the cities or striking out for the cheap 
and fertile lands of the W est. 
But the fact is before us. 
T he State As­ 
sessors hav e visited half the counties of the 
state, and find in fourteen of them a general 
dep reciation of farm lands. 
Few p eop le 
w ant to buy farms, and those who hold m ort­ 
gages on them do not always come out whole. 
One of the Assessors p redicts that in a few 
years there will be more tenant farm ers than 
those who own their p laces. 
This means, of 
course, that those who hold on to their farm s 
and try to keep up the interest on their mort 
gages and sup p ort their families are ex p ected 
to bring up in bankrup tcy. 
These are the facts. 
They ought not to b< 
in the state of New Y ork. 
The cities are 
constantly growing greater and richer, and 
new cities are being chartered out of over 
grown villages by every Legislature. 
These 
cities are sup p osed to m ake handy and p rofit­ 
able m arkets for the near-by farm er. 
They 
buy all he has to sell, and encourage him to 
try every variety of p roduction. 
Railroads 
arc 
continually 
thrusting 
out 
new' 
branches 
and 
op ening 
nearer, 
cheap er 
and 
quicker 
routes 
to 
m arket. 
A great railroad p op ulation calls tor sub 
sistence all along these lines, and gives the 
farm er op p ortunity to sell at good wages anv 
surp lus labor, either of him self or his sons 
and hired men, that he m ay have to disp ose 
of. 
If there is a state of the Union, or 
com m unity on the face of the earth, that has 
a fair op p ortunity to make m oney, it would 
seem to be the great farm ing interest of New 
York. 
W e do not know what is the m atter. 
W e 
will, however, mention the fact that the cities 
of the state are growing rap idly in wealth as 
well as p op ulation. 
New Y ork is $50.000 
richer in real estate alone than it was one year 
ago, while Brooklyn has gained $30,000,000 
Buffalo $3,000,000, Koch* stcr $3,000,000 and 
A lbany and Syracuse $1,000,000 each. 
Can 
it be that the cities are 
sucking the life 
blood out of the farms, instead of renderin' 
them an honest equivalent for value 
re 
ceived ?

p ulsory system. 
The sharp comp etitions of 
life, and the attractiv e op p ortunities for the 
educated are great stim ulants, even am ong 
the most ignorant p arents, to efforts for the 
best American education for their children. 
The objections to the wom en’s reform atory 
are m ainly economical. The Governor thinks 
it would cost the state three-quarters of a 
million to set the institution in op eration, 
lie 
finds a 
reform atory now at work at 
H udson, w ith am p le grounds already se­ 
cured. 
T his can be enlarged at very light 
cost sufficiently to accommodate a great 
m any females who need state discip line, 
while the abandonm ent of the A uburn asy­ 
lum for insane convicts, to take p lace as soon 
as the larger one at M atteawan is comp leted, 
w ill m ake additional room for the same p ur­ 
p ose. 
The Governor's reasoning is strong and his 
language courteous. 
He is at least entitled 
to credit for refraining from attacks up on the 
Legislature for its “ hyp ocrisy,” “ falsehood’’ 
and a very long list of delinquencies. 


“ ENUMERATION” NONSENSE. 


The Rochester Po st Exp ress, from which 
we quote a rather caustic article on the D em ­ 
ocratic revival of the " enum eration ” agita­ 
tion, is an indep endent p ap er in p olitics, and 
is edited by Josep h O ’Connor, a staunch 
Democrat and for several years the editor of 
the Buffalo Co u rier. 
He is well inform ed on 
the facts in the case, and is driven to the 
conclusion from a review of them that the 
D&nocrats are acting unwisely. 
It is evi­ 
dently the Po st-Exp ress' op inion that the year 
1885 was the only constitutional year for nr 
enum eration or census, and that the vetoes of 
the Governor that year sent the whole sub­ 
ject over till 1^95. 
The Democrats may as 
well p rep are to wait. 
There is to be a fed 
eral census nex t year which will furnish the 
neop le of the state with all the inform ation 
concerning p op ulation,

rep resentation in the Legislature is a little 
unequal during the nex t five years. It would 
be no real im p rovem ent to p ass the gov ern­ 
ment over w holly to the whisky saloous and 
other vicious influences that dom inate our 
big cities. 


The President has removed Judge Bandford of tin 
Utah Sup reme Court because his conduct does not 
coincide with the President's p olicy. Judge Sand 
ford says that he had administered the laws in ac 
cordance with his oath ot office, and wants to know 
if the President has any other p olicy than that. No 
rep ly has been given. — Pro vid en ce Jo u rn o I. 


The President is being censured for treat 
jng Judge Sandford with kindness and civil 
ity. 
Since he had the right to remove him 
and found that there was an im p erative ne 
cessity for the act, there w as no need of ban 
dying words about it. 
The Jud g e’s ex cuse is 
the ex cuse of every man who fails in office 
and has to be removed. 
“ He did his duty 
as he understood it.” 
Bui his understanding 
may not be correct and clear, his sense of 
justice m ay be unconsciously 
w arp ed, bis 
know ledge of the law m ay be defective, or 
he m ay be lacking iu firmness and courage. 
All of these defects may ex ist in a man and 
still not p rove him dishonest or a violator of 
his ow n conscience. 
T he President has a 
p olicy in regard to Utah, and if the Jud g e’s 
decisions or acts were in contrav ention of that 
p olicy he deserved removal, no m atter how 
high m ight have been his resp ect for his oath 
of office. 
The truth nliout Judge Sandford is that lie 
did not bring to trial and to p unishm ent the 
M orm ons who were v iolating the laws of the 
territory. 
Polygam y was as barefaced before 
his eyes as in the p alm iest days of the insti­ 
tution. 
On the other hand he established 
social rclatious with these p olygam ists, and 
was a constant visitor am ong them . 
He also 
entered into their p lans to force the terri­ 
tory’ into the Union with the p olygam ic sys­ 
tem intact, an accom p lishm ent which would 
have fastened the abom ination up on 
the 
state as firm ly as slavery was fastened until a 
bloody’ revolution wip ed it 
out. 
Judge 
Sandford was a direct and form idable ob­ 
stacle to any p olicy looking to the subjection 
of the M orm ons to the laws of the country 
and the eradication of their p eculiar institu­ 
tion. 
It was good p olicy, and w ithal indis­ 
p ensably’ necessary, to have him removed. 
Jud g e Zane, who has been reap p ointed, 
was in the office when M r. Cleveland became 
President. He had been a terror to the p olyg- 
a m ists, and they easily p ersuaded the Presi­ 
dent to rem ove him . 
His conduct did not 
coincide w ith Cleveland's p olicy, w hich was 
to bring U tah into the Union as a Dem ocratic 
state. 
President Harrison has treated Judge 
Sandford with great consideration and court­ 
esy. 
H e has “ let him down easy.” 
He did 
not find it necessary to tell the whole truth 
about him , and it m ight never have been 
know n if he had gone out quietly. 


TW O MORE VETOES. 


Gov. ; H ill vetoed yesterday the com p ul­ 
sory education bill and the bill to establish a 
state reform atory for women in New Y ork 
or B rooklyn. 
T he p urp ose of the education bill was an 
ex cellent one, but the G overnor finds m any 
faults of construction. 
T he p rovision which 
imp oses a fine of from $20 to $50 up on 
p aren ts w ho keep their children at home d ur­ 
ing school hours he thinks unnecessarily 
harsh, and he also finds fault because no ex ­ 
em p tion is p rovided in case of sickness in the 
fam ily or even for the sickness of the chil­ 
dren them selves. 
He does not dwell up on 
the p oint that all children m ust lie p rovided 
w ith a teacher, w hether at hom e or in a p ri­ 
v a te school, a s well as in the p ublic schools, 
who ha s been ap p roved by the p ublic school 
officers, 
though 
this 
is 
really 
the 
fea ture 
th at 
makes 
it 
unp op ular 
in 
Ca tho lic 
com m unities.

•'Sense, C ensus and N onsense” —T h e F act 
T ru th fu lly S tated. 
(From the Rochester Post-Ex p ress, Ind.] 
The Dem ocratic p ap ers are discussing with 
m uch indignation the fact that the ap p ortion 
rnent of Senators and Assemblymen in this 
state is scandalously unfair to their p arty. 
W e do not w onder that they are indignant 
at the wrong, but we are a * little surp rised 
that they have only just found it out. 
The ap p ortionm ent based on the state cen 
sus of 1875 was not just; and the move of 
p op ulation since that lime has m ade it eve 
more consp icuously iniquitous than it was 
originally.

WHY DO FARMS DEP REC IA TE? 


W e ask the question w ithout presum ing to 
offer an nnswer. 
It is a question for thought­ 
ful consideration, for it is a vital one. 
The 
rural population is the b acu lin e of the state, 
morally, socially, intellectually and political­ 
ly. 
And it is not a pleasant or hopeful sign 
to see this portion of the |>cople growing 
poorer and fewer in numbers, and the best 
among them, the enterprising, energetic and 
venture some young men and women, Hock­ 
ing to the cities or striking out for the cheap 
and fertile lands of the W est. 
Hut the fact is lahore us. 
T he State As­ 
sessors have visited half the counties of the 
state, and find in fourteen of them a general 
depreciation of farm lands. 
Few people 
want to buy farms, and those who hold m ort­ 
gages on them do not always come out whole. 
One of the Assessors predicts that til a few 
years there will Im- more tenant farmers than 
those who own their places. 
This means, of 
course, that those who hold on to their farms 
and try to keep up the interest on their mort 
gages and support their families are expected 
to bring up in bankruptcy. 
These are the facts. 
They ought not to I*' 
in the state of New York. 
The cities arc 
constantly growing greater and richer, and 
new cities are being chartered out of over­ 
grown villages by every Legislature. 
These 
cities are supposed to make handy and protit- 
able markets for the near bv farm er. 
They 
buy all he has to sell, and encourage him to 
try every variety of production. 
Railroads 
are 
continually 
thrusting 
out 
new 
branches and 
opening 
nearer, 
cheaper 
and 
quicker 
routes 
to 
market. 
A great railroad population calls for sub­ 
sistence all along these lines, and gives the 
farm er opportunity to sell ut good wage s any 
surplus labor, either of himself or his sons 
and hired men. that he may have to dispose 
of. 
If there is a state of the Union, o ra 
com m unity on the face of the earth, that has 
a fair opportunity to make money, it would 
seem to lie tile great farm ing interest of New 
York. 
We do not know w hat is the m atter. 
We 
will, however, mention the fact that the cities 
of the state are growing rapidly in wealth as 
well as population. 
New York is $.V).000,- 
richer in real estate alone than ii was one year 
ago. while Brooklyn has gained $:$<),OOO,OOO, 
Buffalo $3,000,000, R ode afer *3,000,000 and 
Allmny and Syracuse *1,000,000 each. 
Can 
it lie that the cities are 
sucking the life 
blood out of the farms, instead of rendering 
them an honest equivalent for value 
ie­ 
ee i veil ? 


JU D G E SA R D FO RD A R D T H E P R E S ID E R !. 


Tilt- President ha* removed Judge Kandford of tho 
Utah supremo Court ts-cause hi* conduct doe* not 
coincide with the President'* policy. Judge Sand 
ford My* that he had administered the laws iii ac­ 
c o rd a n t with his oath ot office, and want* to know 
if the President ha* any other policy than that. No 
reply ha* been given. — Providence Jnumtil. 


The President is being censured for treat 
jog Judge Satidford with kindness and civil 
itV. 
Since he had tile right to remove him, 
nnd found that there was an Imperative ne 
cessity for the aet, there was no need of ban 
dying words aliout it. 
The Ju d g e’s excuse is 
the excuse of every man who fails In oltice 
and hits to he removed. 
“ He did his duty 
as he understood it." 
Rill his understanding 
may not be correct and clear, his sense of 
justice may lie unconsciously 
warped, his 
know ledge of the law may lie defective, or 
he may be lacking in firmness and courage. 
AH of these defects may exist in a man and 
still not prove him dishonest or a violator of 
Iii* own conscience. 
T he President has a 
policy In regard to Utah, and if the Judge’s 
decision* or acts were in contravention of that 
policy he deserved removal, no m atter how- 
high might have been hi* respect for his oath 
of office. 
The truth nliout Judge Sandford is that he 
did not bring to trial and to punishm ent the 
Mormons who were violating the laws of the 
territory. 
Polygam y w a* as barefaced lajfore 
his eyes as in the palmiest days of the in*ti 
tution. 
On the other hand he established 
social relations with these polygamists, and 
was a constant visitor among them. 
He also 
entered into their plans to force the terri­ 
tory Into the Union with the polygamic sys 
tem intact, an accom plishment w hich would 
have fastened the aliomination iqxin 
the 
state as ti rally as slavery was fastened until a 
bloody revolution wiped it 
out. 
Judge 
Sandford was a direct and form idable ob 
stacle to uny policy looking to the subjection 
of the Mormons to the laws of the country 
nnd the eradication of their peculiar institu­ 
tion. 
It was good policy, and withal indis 
pcnsably necessary, to have him removed 
Judge Zane, who has been reappointed, 
was in the office when Mr. Cleveland became 
President. He had been a terror to the |wlyg 
a mists, and they easily persuaded the Presi­ 
dent to remove bim. 
His conduct did not 
coincide with Cleveland’* policy, which was 
to bring U tah into the Union as a Democratic 
state. 
President Harrison im* treated Judge 
Sandford with great consideration and court­ 
esy. 
He has " le t him down easy." 
He did 
not find it necessary to tell the whole truth 
aliout him, and it m ight never have been 
known if he had gone out quietly. 


TW O MORE VETOES. 


Gov. Hill vetoed yesterday the com pul­ 
sory education bill and the bill to establish a 
state reform atory for womeu in New York 
or Brooklyn. 
The purpose of the education hill wa* an 
excellent one, but the Governor finds many 
faulu of construction. 
The provision which 
impose* a fine of from $20 to $50 upon 
parents who keep their children at home dur­ 
ing achoo! hours he thinks unnecessarily 
harsh, and be also finds fault because no ex­ 
emption is provided in case of sickness in the 
family or even for the sickness of the chil­ 
dren themselves. 
He does not dwell upon 
the point that all children must lie provided 
with a teacher, whether at home or in a pri­ 
vate school, as well as in the public schools, 
who bas been approved by the public school 
officers, 
though 
this 
is 
really 
the 
feature 
that 
makes 
it 
unDopular 
in 
Catholic 
communities. 
And 
it 
may 
be 
well 
questioned 
whether 
the 
state 
does not undertake too much in establishing 
official supervision over the details of admin­ 
stration in parochial and family schools. 
A 
milder system would be oue of periodical ex­ 
aminations, to see that the children were 
given proper instruction in the most essential 
principles. 
But all the time the state is get­ 
ting farther away from the need of a com 


pulsory system. 
The sharp com petitions of 
life, and tho attractive opportunities for the 
educated are great stim ulants, even among 
the most ignorant parents, to efforts for the 
best American education for their children. 
The objections to the women's reform atory 
are mainly economical. The Governor thinks 
it would cost the state three quarters of a 
million to set the institution in operation. 
He 
finds u reform atory now at work at 
H udson, with ample grounds already se­ 
cured. 
This can be enlarged at very light 
cost sufficiently to accommodate a great 
m any females who need state discipline, 
while the abandonm ent of tho A uburn asy­ 
lum for insane convicts, to take place as soon 
as the larger one at M atteawan is completed, 
w ill make additional room for the same par 
pose. 
The Governor’s reasoning is strong and his 
language courteous. 
He is at least entitled 
to credit for refraining from attacks upon the 
Legislature for its "hypocrisy," "falsehood’’ 
and a very long list of delinquencies. 


" ERU M ER A T 1 0 R " RO R S F R S E. 


The Rochester Post-Exprent. from which 
w e quote a rather caustic article on the Dem ­ 
ocratic revival of the " enum eration ” agita­ 
tion, is an independent paper in politics, and 
is edited by Joseph O'Connor, a staunch 
Democrat and for several years the editor of 
the Buffalo Courier. 
Ile is well informed on 
the facts in the case*, and is driven to the 
conclusion from a review of them that lite 
DiTtnocrats are acting unwisely. 
It is evi­

WHY DO FARMS DEPRECIATE? 


W c ask the question without presuming to 
offer an answer. 
It is a question for thought­ 
ful consideration, for it is a vital one. 
The 
rural population is the backbone of the state, 
morally, socially, intellectually and political­ 
ly. 
And it is not a pleasant or hopeful sign 
to see this portion of the people growing 
poorer and fewer in num bers, and the best 
among them, the enterprising, energetic and 
venturesome young men and women, Hock­ 
ing to the cities or striking out for the cheap 
and fertile lands of the W est. 
But the fact is before us. 
T he State As 
sessors have visited half the counties of the 
state, and find in fourteen of them a general 
depreciation of farm lands. 
Few people 
w ant to buy farms, and those who hold mort 
gages on them do not always come out whole. 
One of the Assessors predicts that in a few 
years there will be more tenant farmers than 
those who own their places. 
This means, of 
course, that those who hold on to their farms 
and try to keep up the interest on their mort 
gages and support their families are expected 
to bring up in bankruptcy. 
These are the facts. 
They ought not to be 
in the state of New York. 
The cities are 
constantly growing greater and richer, ar.d 
new cities are being chartered out of over 
grown villages by every Legislature. 
These 
cities are supposed to m ake hand}' and profit­ 
able markets for the near-bv farmer. 
They 
buy all he has to sell, and encourage him to 
try every variety of production. 
Railroads 
arc 
continually 
thrusting 
out 
new 
branches and 
opening 
nearer, 
cheaper 
and 
quicker 
routes 
to 
m arket. 
A great railroad population calls lor sub­ 
sistence all along these lines, and gives the 
farm er opportunity to sell at good wages any 
surplus labor, either of himself or his sons 
and hired men, that he may have to dispose 
of. 
If there is a state of the Union, or a 
com m unity on the face of the earth, that has 
n fair opportunity to make money, it would 
seem to be the great farm ing interest of New 
York. 
We do not know what is the m atter. 
W e 
will, however, mention the fact that the cities 
of the state are growing rapidly in wealth a s 
well as population. 
New York is $50,000,- 
richer in real estate alone than it was one year 
ago, while Brooklyn has gained $30,000,000, 
Buffalo $5,000,000, Rochester $3,1*00,000 and 
Albany and Syracuse $1,000,000 each. 
Can 
it lie that the cities are 
sucking the life 
blood out of the farms, instead of renderin 
them an honest equivalent for value 
coived ? 


pulsory system. 
1 ic sharp competitions of 
iife, and the attractive opportunities for the 
educated are great stimulants, even among 
the most ignorant parents, to efforts for the 
best American education for their children. 
The objections to the women’s reformatory 
are mainly economical. The Governor thinks 
it would cost the state three-quarters of a 
million to set the institution in operation. 
He 
finds a reform atory now at work at 
H udson, with ample grounds already se­ 
cured. 
This can be enlarged at very light 
cost sufficiently to accommodate a great 
m any females who need state discipline, 
while the abandonment of the A uburn asy­ 
lum for insane convicts, to take place as soon 
as the larger one at Matteawan is completed, 
will make additional room for the same pur­ 
pose. 
The Governor’s reasoning is strong and his 
language courteous. 
He is at least entitled 
to credit for refraining from attacks upon the 
Legislature for its “ hypocrisy,” “ falsehood’’ 
and a very long list of delinquencies. 


“ ENUMERATION" NONSENSE. 


The Rochester Post-Express, from which 
we quote a rather caustic article on the Dem 
ocratic revival of the “ enum eration” agita 
tion, is an independent paper in politics, and 
is edited by Joseph O’Connor, a staunch 
Democrat and for several years the editor of 
the Buffalo Courier. 
He is well informed on 
the facts in the case, and is driven to the 
conclusion from a review of them that the 
DJtnocrats are acting unwisely. 
It is evi 
dently the Post-Express' opinion that the year 
1885 was the only constitutional year for an 
enumeration or census, and that the vetoes of 
the Governor that year sent the whole sub 
ject over till 1895. 
The Democrats may as 
well prepare to wait. 
There is to be a fed 
eral census next year which will furnish the 
neople of the state with all the information 
concerning population, 
wealth, 
business, 
health, religion, etc., that the census bill of 
1885 provided for. 
The state is not likely to 
suffer “ in mind, body or estate,” 
if the 
representation in the Legislature is a little 
unecpial during the next five years. It would 
be no real improvement to pass the govern­ 
ment over wholly to the whisky saloons and 
other vicious influences that dominate our 
big cities.

JUDGE SAND FORD AND THE PRESIDENT. 


The President has rem oved Ju d ge Sandford of the 
U tah Suprem e Court because his conduct does not 
coincide with the President's policy. 
Ju d ge Sand­ 
ford says that he had adm inistered the law s in a c ­ 
cordance with his oath ot office, and w an ts to know 
if the President has any other policy than that. 
No 
reply has been given. — P ro vid en ce Jo u rn a l. 
The President is being censured for treat 
jng Judge Sandford with kindness and civil 
ity. 
Since he had the right to remove him, 
and found that there was au imperative ne­ 
cessity for the act, there was no need of ban­ 
dying words about it. 
The Judge’s excuse is 
the excuse of every man who fails in office 
and has to be removed. 
“ He did his duty 
as he understood it.” 
But his understf.nding 
may not be correct and clear, his sense of 
justice may be unconsciously 
warped, bis 
knowledge of the law may be defective, or 
he may be lacking in firmness and courage. 
All of these defects may exist in a man and 
still not prove him dishonest or a violator of 
his own conscience. 
The President has 
policy in regard to U tah, and if the Judge’s 
decisions or acts were in contravention of that 
policy he deserved removal, no m atter how 
high m ight have been bis respect for his oath 
of office. 
The truth aliout Judge Sandford is that he 
did not bring to trial and to punishm ent the, 
Mormons who were violating the laws of the 
territory. 
Polygamy was as barefaced ixifore 
his eyes as in the palmiest days of the insti 
tution. 
On the other hand he established 
social relatious with these polygamists, and 
was a constant visitor among them. 
He also 
entered into their plans to force the terri­ 
tory into the Union w ith the polygamic sys 
tem intact, an accomplishment which would 
have fastened the abomination upon 
the 
state as firmly as slavery was fastened until a 
bloody revolution wiped it 
out. 
Judge 
Sandford was a direct and formidable ob­ 
stacle to any policy looking to the subjection 
of the Mormons to the laws of the country 
and the eradication of their peculiar institu­ 
tion. 
It was good policy, and withal indis­ 
pensably necessary, to have liim removed 
Judge Zane, wbo lias been reappointed, 
was in the office when Mr. Cleveland became 
President. He had lieen a terror to the polyg 
a mists, and they easily persuaded the Presi­ 
dent to remove him. 
His conduct did not 
coincide w ith Cleveland’s policy, which was 
to bring U tah into the Union as a Democratic 
state. 
President Harrison has treated Judge 
Sandford with great consideration and court­ 
esy. 
He has “ iet him down easy.” 
lie did 
not find it necessary to tell the whole truth 
about him, and it m ight never have been 
known if he had gone out quietly. 


TWO MORE VETOES. 


Gov. THill vetoed yesterday the com pul­ 
sory education bill and the bill to establish a 
state reform atory for women in New Y ork 
or Brooklyn. 
The purpose of the education bill was an 
excellent one, but the Governor finds many 
faults of construction. 
The provision which 
imposes a fine of from $20 to $50 upon 
parents who keep their children at home dur­ 
ing school hours he thinks unnecessarily 
harsh, and he also finds fault because no ex­ 
emption is provided in case of sickness in the 
family or even for the sickness of the chil­ 
dren themselves. 
He does not dwell upon 
the point that all children must be Drovidcd 
with a teacher, whether at home or in a pri­ 
vate school, as well as in the public schools, 
who bas been approved by the public school 
officers, 
though 
this 
is 
really 
the 
feature 
that 
makes 
it 
unpopular 
in 
Catholic 
communities. 
And 
it 
may 
be 
well 
questioned 
whether the 
slate 
does not undertake too much in establishing 
official supervision over the details of admin­ 
istration in parochial and family schools. 
A 
milder system would be oue of periodical ex­ 
aminations, to see that the children were 
given proper instruction in the most essential 
principles. 
But all the time the state is get­ 
ting farther away from the need of a com-

“•S e n se , C e n su s a n d N o n s e n s e ” —T h e F a c t s 
T r u t h f u lly S ta te d . 
(From the R ochester Post-E xpress, Ind.] 
The Democratic papers are discussing with 
m uch indignation the fact that the apportion­ 
ment of Senators and Assemblymen in this 
slate is scandalously unfair to their party. 
AVe do not wonder that they are indignant 
at the wrong, blit we are a little surprised 
that they have only just found it out. 
The apportionment based on the state con 
sus of 1875 was not just; and the move of 
population since that time has made it even 
more conspicuously iniquitous than it was 
originally. 
But what do our Democratic friends pro 
pose to do about it ? 
The constitution pro ­ 
vided for a census in 1885 as a tentli vear, 
and an apportionment based on its returns; 
hut no census was taken. 
The provision of 
the constitution was m andatory and the Re­ 
publican Legislature reluctantly, no doubt, 
prepared to carry it out; but Gov. Hill vetoed 
the census law passed by that body, though 
it was essentially the same as the law ap ­ 
proved by Gov. Tilden, under which the pre­ 
vious stale census had been taken. We never 
could understand the Governor’s actiou, un­ 
less it be explained on the ground that 
he did not 
want 
the 
then 
Secretary 
of State, General Oarr, to be nominated 
for 
Governor 
by 
the 
Republicans 
in 
1885, and feared that tlie patronage put at 
bis disposal in taking a census would insure 
his nomination. 
The quibble tlmt the con 
stitution provides for an “ enum eration” for 
mere political purposes, and that a “ census” 
is something altogether different, is hardly 
worth serious consideration. 
The Democrats should have accepted 
“ census” when it was offered, instead of 
clamoring for an “ enum eration.” They m ight 
have lmd a whole loaf, hut insisted on half a 
one, and got no bread at all. 
In standing 
out for the strictest couceivable construction 
of tlie constitutional word “ enum eration” 
they were like the gentleman in the play who 
was so very scrupulous that he wouldn’t 
even tie his own cravat w ithout a warrant 
from Justice Overdo.

The vessels o f the United States Navy are 
hereafter to be painted white. 
The o rder 
was received at Die Bro o klyn Navy Yard, 
and every One who heard the news was de- 
Ibulled to think that at last the American 
Navy was to have a distinct co lo r o f its o wn. 
The cause o f the o rder has been the satisfac­ 
tio n arising fro m painting the Bo sto n and 
Yo rkto wn white. 
The new o rder reads in 
substance that, in future, when iro n and 
steel vessels are to he painted, the hull alio ve 
the water line o n the o utside and all paint 
wo rk o n the inside shall be painted white. 
The masts, yard« , head-hdo ius, do ublings o f 
masts and funnel« shall be painted a straw- 
yello w eo !o ‘T, the paint fo r which is to be 
prepared l>v the Bureau o f Co nstructio n and 
Repair. 
With a view to eco no my the o ther 
vessels o f the new navy no t no w painted white 
will no t he painted until tneir present co at 
lieco mes shabby. 
It has been fo und that iro n 
and steel Vessels, when painted black, have 
been Unnecessarily ho t, and to do away with 
this disco mfo rt, as well as to impro ve the 
lo o ks o f the vessel, white lias been decided 
upo n as the co lo r fo r the Navy. 
Especially 
is this co lo r co nsidered a serviceable o ne 
when cruisers are do ing duty in tro pical 
climates, 
The co at o f white will do much to 
preveut the abso rptio n o f heat that these ves­ 
sels are liable to , and thereby greatly increase 
llie co mfo rt o f o fficers and crew, and im ­ 
pro ve the sanitary co nditio n o t the vessel. 
The Sunday Scho o l excursio n which met 
with an accident at Armagh, Ireland, o ccu­ 
pied two trains. 
The accident o ccurred at a 
po int where they had to ascend the grade o n 
an embankment GO feet high. 
The first train 
made the ascent successfully. 
The engineer 
o f the seco nd train, finding that his engine 
was po werless to pull the train up the grade, 
unlinked seveial o f the cars. 
His o bject was 
to take the first part o f the train to the next 
statio n, and the lo turn fo r the part left be­ 
hind. 
Sto nes were placed behind the wheels 
o f the detached cars to prevent them fro m 
slipping, but the lo co mo tive, o n restarting, 
ave the entire train a shunt that disci1 c d 
the sto nes. 
The result was that the 
de­ 
tached ears began to slip do wn the grade, 
their speed gradually increasing until they 
had attained a frightful velo city. 
After run 
ning fo ur miles thev crashed with terrific 
fo rce into a third train abo ut a mile and a 
half fro m Armagh, which was mo ving at a 
go o d rate o f speed. 
The engine o f this train 
was hurled do wn the embankment, the engi­ 
neer and fireman having saved themselves by 
jumping. 
So me o f the o ccupants o t the run­ 
away cars tried to escape by the do o rs, which 
were lo cked, while ruauy jumped fro m the 
windo ws and escaped with slight injuries. 
The fro nt pari o f the train started hack in 
pursuit o f the runaway cars, and the passen­ 
gers saw the co llisio n at a distance o f 300 
yards. 
Large expo rts o f go ld co ntinue; fo r the 
week, including the amo unts o rdered yester­ 
day, at least $2,000.000 have been sent abro ad. 
In piace o f go ld drawn fro m the Treasury, 
ho wever, silver certificates have been put o ut 
so far that its ho ldings are a millio n less than 
a week ago . 
Official statements sho w that 
in May the currency iu actual use o utside the 
Treasury decreased $16,780,008, and while 
ell interio r markets have ample supplies fo r 
the present, and no lack exists here, the co m­ 
ing summer and fall demands will be likely 
to cause so me pressure if the o utflo w o f specie 
co ntinues. 
Fo reign o peratio n in Trust and 
o ther industrial sto cks bring a large amo unt 
o f capital hither, and in the sto ck market 
o ther securities have been stro nger. 
The in­ 
dictment o f agents at Chicago fo r vio latio n 
o f the Inter-State act as to grain rates tends 
to strengthen the ho pe that a new war o f rates 
may be averted, and it is anno unced that the 
So uthern Pacific will act iu harmo ny with 
the Transco ntinental Asso ciatio n, while the 
Orego n and Unio n Pacific co ntest has been 
adjusted. 
The Federal Civil-Service Co mmissio ners 
have sent the fo llo wing telegram to Nash­ 
ville, to be published in the newspapers there: 
‘‘In view o f the examinatio n to he held at 
the Nashville Po st-Office next Saturday, the 
Co mmissio n desires to anno unce that all ex­ 
aminatio ns held under its auspices are strict­ 
ly no n-partisan in character. 
All qualified 
perso ns are invited to apply, whether Demo ­ 
crats o r Republicans. They will he examined, 
marked, and certified purely with reference 
to their capacity. 
Po litical co nsideratio ns 
will be allo wed no weight whatever. 
The 
Co mmissio n are determined to enfo rce the 
law in its letter and spirit. 
Any emplo ye o f 
the Go vernment vio lating it will be mo st 
rigo ro usly punished.” 
A similar letter has 
been mailed to Atlanta, where an examina­ 
tio n will be held so o n. 
A letter fro m Ururi; o n the so uth-eastern 
sho re o f the Victo ria Nyanza, dated Decem- 
2, repo rts the arrival there o f Henry M. Stan­ 
ley with a number o f invalided members o f 
his fo rce.

They sent messages to the Mille 
Lacs and 
asked them to 
go with them and jo in the 
Sio ux. 
The Mille Lacs, ho wever, were true 
to the Go vernment, shunning their o wn breth­ 
ren and tendering their services to the State. 
But fo r the last 10 o r 15 years, thro ugh fear 
o f lo sing their pro perty, they have been very 
unsettled and demo ralized. 
Their pine lands 
ave tempted the whites to encro ach upo n 
their reservatio n.” 
Bisho p Marty expressed the o pinio n that 
there was no co ncerted actio n in the uprising. 
He believes there must have been so me great 
pro vo catio n o r they wo uld no t have co mmit­ 
ted the o utrage.

Navy was to have a distinct color of its own. 
I’lie cause of the order has been the satisfac­ 
tion arising from painting the Boston and 
Yorktown white. 
The new order reads iu 
substance that, in future, when iron mid 
steel vessels tire to lie painted, the hull aliove 
the water line on the Hillside anil all [mint 
work on the inside shall lie painted white. 
I lie masts, yards, bend Worm, doublings of 
masts and funnels shall lie painted a si raw- 
yellow eotol, the paint for which is lo he 
I prepared by I lie Bureau of Construction and 
Repair. 
With ti view to economy (lie oilier 
vessels of the new navy not now painted while 
will not he painted until tneir present cont 
I*ecotues shabby. 
It hasbeen found that iron 
and steel vessels, when painted black, have 
Ijcen Unnecessarily hot, and to do away with 
this discomfort, as well as to improve the 
looks of the vessel, white has been decided 
upon as the color for the Navy. 
E*|»eeially 
is this color considered a ■ervieeahle one 
when cruisers iu‘o doing duty in tropical 
climates, 
The coot of white will do much to 
prevent the absorption of heat that these ves 
sels are liable to, and thereby greatly increase 
the comfort of officers and crew, and im 
prove the sanitary condition of the vessel.

i he vessels of the United States Navy are 
hereafter to be painted while. 
The order 
was received at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
and every One who heard the news was de- 
1 ¡Shied to think that at last the American 
Navy was to have a distinct color of its own. 
The cause of the order has been the satisfac­ 
tion arising from painting the Boston and 
1 orktown white. 
The new order reads in 
substance that, in future, when iron and 
steel vessels are to he painted, the hull aliove 
the water Hue on the otltside and all paint 
work 011 the inside shall be painted white. 
The masts, yards, head brioms, doublings of 
masts and funnels shall be painted a straw- 
yellow color, the paint for which is to he 
prepared by the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair. 
With a view to economy the other 
vessels of the new navy not now painted while 
will not he painted until tfieir present coat 
becomes shabby. 
It has been found that iron 
md steel vessels, When painted black, have 
been tinheéossariTy hot, and to do away with 
this discomfort, as well as to improve the 
looks of the vessel, white lias been decided 
pon as the color for the Navy. 
Especially 
is this color considered a serviceable one 
when cruisers nt'e doing duty in tropical 
climates, 
The coat of white will do much to 
prevent the absorption of heat that these ves­ 
sels are liable to, and thereby greatly increase 
the comfort of officers and crew, and im ­ 
prove the sanitary condition ot the vessel. 
The Sunday School excursion which met 
with an accident at Armagh, Ireland, occu­ 
pied two trains. 
The accident, occurred at a 
point where they had to ascend the grade on 
in embankment 50 feet high-. 
The first train 
made the ascent successfully. 
The engineer 
of the second train, finding that his engine 
was powerless to pull the train up tlie grade, 
unlinked seveial of the cars. 
His object was 
to take the tirst part of the train to the next 
station, and the return for the part left be- 
iud. 
Stones were placed behind the wheels 
of the detached cars to prevent them from 
slipping, hut the locomotive, 011 restarting, 
ive the entire train a shunt that displrc d 
the stones. 
The result was that the de­ 
tached cars began to slip down the grade, 
their speed gradually increasing until they 
ad attained a frightful velocity. 
After run 
ning four miles tliev crashed with territic 
force into a third train about a mile and a 
ilf from Armagh, which was moving at a 
good rate of speed. 
The engine of this train 
was hurled down the embankment, the engi­ 
neer and lireman having saved themselves by 
jumping. 
Some of the occupants of the run­ 
way cars tried to escape by the doors, which 
were locked, while many jumped from the 
windows and escaped with slight injuries. 
The front part of the train started back in 
pursuit of the runaway ears, and the passen­ 
gers saw the collision at a distance of 3(10 
ards. 
Large exports of gold continue; for the 
week, including the amounts ordered yester­ 
day, at least £2,000.000 have been sent abroad, 
n place of gold drawn from the Treasury, 
however, silver certificates have been put out 
so far that its holdings are a million less than 
a week ago. 
Official statements show that 
in May the currency in actual use outside the 
Treasury decreased $1G,780,60S<, and while 
ell interior markets have ample supplies for 
the present, and no lack exists litre, the eoni- 
suuimer and fall demands will be likely 
localise some pressure if the outflow of specie 
continues. 
Foreign operation in Trust and 
other industrial stocks bring a large amount 
of capital hither, and in the stock market 
other securities have been stronger. 
The in­ 
dictment of agents at Chicago for violation 
of the Inter-State act as to grain rates tends 
to strengthen the hope that a new war of rates 
may be averted, and it is announced that the 
Southern Pacific will act in harmony with 
the Transcontinental Association, while the 
Oregon and Union Pacific contest lias been 
adjusted. 
The Federal Civil-Service Commissioners 
have sent the following telegram to Nash­ 
ville, to be published in the newspapers there: 
In view of the examination to be held at 
the Nashville Post-Office next Saturday, the 
Commission desires to announce that all ex­ 
aminations held under its auspices are strict­ 
ly non-partisan in character. 
All qualified 
persons are invited to apply, whether Demo­ 
crats or Republicans. They will lie examined, 
marked, and certified purely with reference 
to their capacity. 
Political considerations 
will be allowed no weight whatever. 
The 
Commission arc determined to enforce the 
law in its letter and spirit. 
Any employe of 
the Government violating it will be most 
rigorously punished.” 
A similar letter has 
been mailed to Atlanta, where an examina­ 
tion will be held soon. 
A. letter from Ururi; on the south-eastern 
shore of the Victoria Nyanza, dated Decem- 
2, reports the arrival there of llenry M. Stan­ 
ley with a number of invalided members of 
his force. 
It says that Stanley had sustained 
heavy losses, a large number of his men hav­ 
ing died from disease and famine, and that 
he had rejoined and left Emin Pasha at 
Unyara, on the north-eastern shore of the 
Lake. 
Sir Francis de^Winton, President of 
the Emin Pasha Relief Committee, believes 
that Stanley is making for Usalala, at the 
south end of the Victoria Nyanza, where 
there has been a large depot of provisions for 
a year past. 
He says that Stanley could reach 
there by water from Unyara. and that it he 
has done so the main difficulty of the enter­ 
prise has been overcome.

Line construction, de 
creased cost, 20 per.cent. 
An Old Maids' Club at Berlin has just come 
to an untimely end.

in 1880, with nearly 30 members, each of 
whom agreed to pay a fine of 1,000 marks if 
she were weak enough to marry.

the spinsters kept to their colors, but little by

yvhites upon the Mille Lacs Reservation. 
.Several whites yvere killed. 
Several others 
were 
wounded 
hut 
not 
seriously, 
The 
Indians 
scalped 
two 
m*’n 
and 
mutilated 
two 
bodies 
in 
a 
frightful 
manner. 
The Indians, who have been gath­ 
ering on the south shore of Mille Lacs Lake 
for a week or more, Wednesday night en­ 
gaged in a war dance as a preliminary to the 
massacre. 
Three of the «even victima have 
families here iu destitute circumstances. 
St . P aüi., June 14.—Ex-United States Sen­ 
ator H. M. Rice, of St. Paul; Bishop Marly, 
of Dakota, and Dr. W hiting, of Wisconsin, 
Commissioners appointed by President Har- 
rísoh 
tü 
He at 
yvith 
the 
Chippewa 
Indians, are in this City 
and 
were to 
have started next y\eck to negotiate with 
the tribe at Mille Lacs. 
All three were seen 
by a reporter last night. 
“ The situation be­ 
tween the Government and the Indians at 
Mille Laos,” said Senator Bice, “ lias been a 
critical one for years, and affairs have been 
in a very Unsettled stflte. 
Difficulties have 
repeatedly arisen regarding their ownership 
of the land yvhieh they occupy. 
They are 
wretched condition, and very much 
demoralized.

The massacre is

Chippcyvas from the Upper Mississippi, yvith 
‘Hole-in-the-Dav’ at their head, were anxious 
to join the Sioux and make war on the whites. 
They sent messages to the Mille Lacs and 
asked them (o go with them and join the 
Sioux. 
The Mille Lacs, however, were true 
to the Government, shunning their own breth­ 
ren and tendering their services to the State. 
But for the last it) or 15 years, through fear 
of losing their properly, they have been very 
unsettled and demoralized. 
Their pine lands 
have tempted the whites to encroach upon 
their reservation.” 
Bishop Marty expressed the opinion that 
there v. as no concerted action in the uprising. 
He lielicves there must have been some great 
provocation or they would not have commit­ 
ted (he outrage. 
Dr. W hiting said: “ It is little wonder that 
the outbreak occurred. 
1 did not expect it 
any more from them than from any other of 
the 10 bands with whom we arc to negotiate, 
but it is simply the result of long delay 
the 
realization 
of 
the 
promises 
made by Congress. 
W ith true Indian i 
stinct they became discontented and dissatis­ 
fied, and jumped on the first white man they 
came across. 
A general uprising of the Chip- 
pewas is among the probabilities of the imme­ 
diate future.”

M EN LOCKED UP CONTRARY t o LAW . 


Co tiBtafelc* o f T h is C ltv an d S h eriff o f th e 
Co unty L iab le fo r D a m a g e s. 
The case of Angus Schoonmaker, of the 
town of Wawarsing, who was arrested on 
Thursday afternoon by Officers Barry and 
Sulliv an without a w arrant and locked up by 
the Sheriff in the Ulster County .Tail here 
also without a w arrant and who at about 9 
o’clock at night was 
tnkert 
befbre 
Re­ 
corder Hussey 
and 
fined by 
him $5 
—not 
$100 
as 
erroneously 
stated—for 
disorderly 
conduct, 
has 
brought 
to 
light the fact, not generally known, that it 
has for some time been the custom in this 
City to lock up men in the County Jail with­ 
out either warrant or complaint. 
This prac­ 
tically is illegal, and if continued will prob­ 
ably result in a recov ery against the consta­ 
bles of the City and the Sheriff of the County 
of heav y damages. 
To guard against just 
this sort of abuse the Legislature in 1887 
amended section 165 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure so as to read as follows: 
T he defendant in all cases m ust be taken before a 
m a g istrate w ithout unnecessary delay, and he m ay 
giv e l>ail at any hour of the day or night. 
Schoonmaker was arrested between 4 and 
» o’clock in the afternoon, and immediately 
upon being informed of bis arrest sev eral in­ 
fluential gentlemen of tlhktown of Wawar- 
sing, who hav e known him foryearsand who 
ay that he is a respectabie man, who has 
nev er 
been 
arrested 
before, 
went 
to 
the 
Sheriff’s 
office 
and 
offered 
to 
giv e 
bail 
for 
any 
amount 
that might be named. 
They were informed 
that bail would not be taken. 
At about 8:30 
o'clock a warrant was brought to the Sheriff’s 
office for Schoonmaktr’s arrest. 
This w ar­ 
rant did not comply with the statute, for it 
was without the endorsement required by the 
Code of Criminal Procedure, authorizing the 
arrest in the night time, and despite the re­ 
monstrances of A. T. Clearwater, who had

bustled

T he Committee on Ov ertures reported that 
the amendment to the constitution relating 
to the election of elders and deacons and the 
use of catechisms were adopted and that re­ 
lating to missions lost.

adopted: 


W he r e a s , At the m eeting o f Synod im m ediately 
following the inauguration 
o f George W ashington 
a s President of the U nited States, a com m ittee con­ 
sisting of fiv e m inisters and fiv £ elders w as a p ­ 
pointed to express the sentim ents of tbe church in 
reg ard to the full establishm ent of the gov ernm ent, 
Therefore be it 
Reso lved , First, T ha t now at the beginning of the 
second century of o ur Republic it is em inently 
pro;>er to iv -atfinn the sentim ents then expressed. 
Reso lved , Second, T ha t a com m ittee consisting 
of three ministers and tw o elders lie appointed to 
prepare a suitable ad d ress and to transm it the sam e 
to the President of the U nited States.

The case of Angus Hchoonmaker, of the 
town of Wawarsing, who was arrested on 
Thursday afternoon by Officers Barry and 
Sullivan without a warrant and locked up by 
the Sheriff in the Cl.-tcr County Jail hero 
also without a warrant and who at about 9 
o’clock nt night was taken 
before 
Re­ 
corder 
Hn?*ey 
aud 
fined 
by 
him $5 
—not 
$100 
as 
erroneously 
stated—for 
disorderly 
conduct. 
bas 
brought 
to 
light the fart, not generally known, that it 
has for some time l>een the custom in this 
City to lock up men in the County Jail with­ 
out either warrant or complaint. 
This prac­ 
tically is illegal, and if continued will prob­ 
ably result in a recovery against Hie consta­ 
bles of tile City and the Sheriff of thcCounty 
of heavy damages. 
To guard against just 
this sort of abuse the Legislature in 1887 
amended section IG ) of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure so as to read as follows: 
The defendant in all ca-es must be taken before a 
magistrate without unnecessary delay, and he may 
give twill at any hour of the day or night. 
Hchoonmaker was arrested lietween 4 and 
5 o’clock in the afternoon, and immediately 
ujion being informed of his arrest several in­ 
fluential gentlemen of th ro w n of Wawar­ 
sing, who have known him for years and who

T he case of Angus Schoonmaker, of the 
tow n of W awarsing, wbo was arrested on 
T hursday afternoon by Officers Barry and 
Sullivan without a w arrant and locked up by 
the Sheriff in the Ulster County Jail here 
also w ithout a w arrant and who at about 9 
o’clock at night was 
taken 
befbre 
Re­ 
corder 
Hussey 
and 
fined 
by 
him $5 
—not 
$100 
as 
erroneously 
stated—for 
disorderly’ 
conduct, 
has 
brought 
to 
light the fact, uot generally known, that it 
has for some time been the custom in this 
City to lock up men in the County Jail with­ 
out cither w arrant or complaint. 
This prac­ 
tically is illegal, and if continued will prob­ 
ably result in a recovery against the consta­ 
bles of the City and the Sheriff of the County 
of heavy damages. 
To guard against just 
this sort of abuse the Legislature in 1887 
am ended section 165 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure so as to read as follows: 
The defendant in all cases m ust be taken before a 
m ag istrate w ithout unnecessary delay, and he may 
give bait a t any hour of the day or night. 
Schoonm aker was arrested between 4 and 
o’clock in the afternoon, and immediately 
upon being informed of liis arrest several in­ 
fluential gentlem en of tliu.town of Wnwar- 
sing, wbo have known him for years and who 
ay that he is a respectable man, who has 
never 
been 
arrested 
before,

At about 8:30
